O Workers have been on strike since Feb. 2 


Three weeks after walking off the 
job, unionized transit workers will 
vote on a new contract. 

Ken Wilson, president of the 
Amalgamated Transit Union Local 
508, said Thursday he’ll be taking 
Metro Transit’s latest final offer to 
his members for a vote. 

“There are enough significant 
changes (in the offer) to warrant 
bringing it back to the member¬ 
ship,” said Wilson. 

He added the vote will be held 
Friday. If the union approves the 
offer, bus and feriy service could 
resume as early as Sunday 

Halifax regional council 
approved the new offer at a closed- 
door session at city hall Thursday 
afternoon. The details of the offer 
will not be made public until the 
union holds its vote. 

The municipality had asked Wil¬ 
son to take two previous offers back 
for a vote. He refused, arguing his 
membership gave him a mandate 
to negotiate on their behalf when 
they voted 98.4 per cent in favour

of strike action on Jan. 21. 

The union held a late-night strat¬ 
egy session on Wednesday after 
Metro Transit advised that a new 
offer would be coming, but Wilson 
said it was unrelated. 

It has been 22 days since talks 
broke down between the munici¬ 
pality and the union, sending over 
700 transit operators to the picket 
line. The union has suggested bind¬ 
ing arbitration as an option, while 
the municipality wanted to go back 
to the negotiating table. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said Thursday 
the latest offer is non-negotiable.

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Hurlburt to plead guilty 
in expense scandal 

O Former MLA did not attend court on Thursday O His lawyer said 
Hurlburt will ‘face the people of Yarmouth’ and own up to fraud 


A former Nova Scotia cabi¬ 
net minister will plead 
guilty to fraud and breach 
of trust in the legislative 
spending scandal, his 
lawyer said Thursday 

Richard Hurlburt will 
enter his guilty pleas in 
Yarmouth in April, lawyer 
Stan MacDonald said. 

“He will face the court 
and tell the court he is re¬ 
sponsible, and he’ll face 
the people of Yarmouth 
and he’ll tell them as well 
that he’s responsible,” 
MacDonald said outside 
the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court in Halifax. 

In exchange, three 
charges of uttering forged 
documents will be 
dropped, he said. 

Outside court, Crown 
lawyer Andrew Macdonald 
said Hurlburt’s actions re¬ 
late to the submission of 
claims for expenses he did¬ 
n’t incur, though he didn’t 
elaborate. 

Hurlburt, 61, was 
charged by the RCMP after 
auditor general Jacques La¬ 
pointe investigated con¬ 
stituency-fund spending 
by politicians from July 
2006 to June 2009. The for¬ 
mer Toiy minister abrupt¬ 
ly quit politics in February 
2010 after Lapointe found 
he spent $7,995 in public 
money on a generator in¬ 
stalled in his home. 

He initially defended 
the purchase as a valid ex¬ 
pense, saying it could be 
used in emergencies by a 



nearby seniors’ home and 
for ground search-and- 
rescue teams. He later 
apologized and said he had 
reimbursed taxpayers. 

The Speaker’s Office al¬ 
so released a list of expens¬ 
es that same month that 
showed Hurlburt also 
charged taxpayers $2,499 
for a 40-inch television and 
$579 for its installation. 

He is one of four politi¬ 
cians charged in the 
spending scandal, three of 
whom have resigned. 

Last September, former 
Liberal Dave Wilson plead¬ 
ed guilty to uttering forged 
documents and one count 
each of fraud and breach 
of trust. His sentencing 
hearing is scheduled for 
March 30. 

Last month, former Lib¬ 
eral Russell MacKinnon 
was committed to stand 
trial on charges of fraud, 
breach of trust and utter¬ 
ing forged documents. He 
is to return to court March 
15. 

Trevor Zinclc, a former 
NDP member who now 
sits as an Independent, has 


been charged with fraud 
over $5,000, breach of 
trust and two counts of 
theft over $5,000. A pre¬ 
liminary hearing for his 
case is set to begin June 11.

An international pharma¬ 
ceutical company is pro¬ 
viding $12 million for 
what it calls a “unique” 
network of hospitals 
across Canada conducting 
research on the influenza 
vaccine. 

Dr. Rav Kumar, vice- 
president of research and 
development at the Lon¬ 
don-based GlaxoSmith¬ 
Kline, made the funding 
announcement in Halifax 
on Thursday. 

He said the Public 
Health Agency of Cana¬ 
da/Canadian Institutes of 
Health Research Influenza 
Research Network, headed 
by the Halifax-based Dr. 
Shelly McNeil, is some¬ 
thing that is unique to the 
country. 

“This is a capability ... 
that is not present any¬ 
where else in the world,” 
said Kumar at Dalhousie’s 
Life Science Research Insti¬ 
tute. 

McNeil, an infectious- 
disease specialist at Capital 
Health, is leading the 
study that measures the 
vaccine’s effectiveness. 
About 40 hospitals from 
coast to coast are currently 
contributing to the re¬ 
search. 

But the additional fund¬ 
ing over the next three 
years will allow more re-

search sites to be set up in 
additional provinces like 
Saskatchewan and New¬ 
foundland, said McNeil. 

“If we want to truly un¬ 


derstand how the vaccine 
is working, we need to be 
able to ... have enough cas¬ 
es so that we have a big 
enough sample size to be 
able to ask the scientific 
questions around how well 
the vaccine is working,” 
said McNeil, who is also an 
associate professor at Dal- 
housie University, “but al¬ 
so enough geographic 
variability so that we catch 


what’s happening.” 

McNeil said every site 
examines hospital patients 
and compares those who 
have and do not have in¬ 
fluenza with whether or 
not they have been vacci¬ 
nated. 

She said the $12 million 
is a “considerable invest¬ 
ment in this infrastructure 
that we’ve been building 
over the last few years.”

A Halifax police officer 
was hurt after she fell off 
a patrol horse on 
Thursday afternoon.

Minister dodges salmon-farm-virus questions 


Nova Scotia’s environment 
minister refused to get in¬ 
to specifics Thursday about 
what he knows about a 
suspected outbreak of a 
virus at a fish farm. 

Sterling Belliveau said 
any questions regarding a 
potential problem at one 
of Cooke Aquaculture’s 
nine sites in the province 
should be referred to the 
Canadian Food Inspection 


Agency, which is leading 
an investigation into the 
matter. 

“There is a certain 
process to follow,” Bel¬ 
liveau told reporters fol¬ 
lowing the weekly cabinet 
meeting. 

“This is a suspected case 
and the Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency leads on 
this.” 

Belliveau said he knew

The agency says the 
virus is not a human 
health or food risk, 
but can kill up to 90 
per cent of infected 
fish, depending on the 
strain. It can be trans¬ 
mitted between fish 
or can travel through 
the water column. 


about the suspected out¬ 
break of infectious salmon 
anemia several days before 
it was made public last Fri¬ 
day. 

He said he was told 
sometime earlier this 
month, but he didn’t know 
the exact date. 

Cooke Aquaculture said 
last Friday it had destroyed 
two cages of fish at one of 
its operations after routine 


testing found suspected in¬ 
fectious salmon anemia on 
Feb. 10. 

The province’s director 
of aquaculture, Marshall 
Giles, said the department 
received fish samples on 
Feb. 2 and informed the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency of its suspicions 
following lab tests on Feb. 
9. 

The department had 


said previously that it re¬ 
ported it to the federal 
agency after Cooke Aqua¬ 
culture started finding 
dead fish. 

Meanwhile, Belliveau 
couldn’t say what would 
happen to fish farming in 
the affected area if the re¬ 
sults of tests being done by 
the agency determine the 
virus is present.

Halifax happy to 
be a military town

say we 
are a mili¬ 
tary town 
and 79 
per cent 
of those 
in our re¬ 
cent poll 
would 

agree. And a whopping 87 
per cent say they’re happy 
to have all those military 
folks around. The remain¬ 
der felt that we have long 
since outgrown that desig¬ 
nation. Regardless, the 
military creates a huge 
economic impact in the 
Halifax region and beyond 
— just ask the folks at the 
shipyard. 

We also have some 
strong opinions about 
what our military should 
be up to these days. 

Most of those surveyed, 
62 per cent, feel that Cana¬ 
da should continue to par¬ 
ticipate in peacekeeping 
missions that are sanc¬ 


tioned by the United Na¬ 
tions. Another 12 per cent 
feel we should participate 
in missions not sanctioned 
by the UN. Support for 
Canada’s involvement in 
combat missions, even 
those sanctioned by the 
UN, drops to 30 per cent. 
Support remains around 
the 30 per cent level even 
if there is a strong indica¬ 
tion that human rights are 
seriously at risk. 

But if Canadian inter¬ 
ests are at risk, 40 per cent 
of those surveyed recently 
indicated strong support 
for our military involve¬ 
ment. 

When it comes to our 
recent involvement in 
Afghanistan, 58 per cent 
say that we made the right 
decision in relinquishing 
our combat role. But only 
22 per cent feel that we ac¬ 
complished our mission 
there. 

Views about our in¬ 
volvement in Afghanistan 
vaiy greatly between men 
and women. Slightly more 
than 40 per cent of women 
say it was a mistake to go 
there as compared to 30 
per cent of men. 


Polling 


► A total of 428 HRM 
residents were surveyed, 
with the poll carrying 
a margin of error of plus or 
minus 4-7 per cent. 


And if we don’t partici¬ 
pate in combat missions, 
what do HRM residents 
feel should be Canada’s 
role in international af¬ 
fairs? The majority, 89 per 
cent, think we could be of¬ 
fering more aid and 82 per 
cent think we could do a 
better job of promoting 
human rights. Another 73 
per cent feel that more 
open trade could improve 
things for developing 
countries. 

The overall view, held 
by 84 per cent of our re¬ 
spondents, remains that 
Canada is still a country of 
peacekeepers and en¬ 
forcers.

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Harper denies campaign 'dirty tricks’ 


O Opposition likens tactics to Nixon and Watergate 
O Liberals say phone calls may have cost them seats

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper insists the Conser¬ 
vative party had nothing to 
do with a campaign of 
“dirty tricks” aimed at dis¬ 
couraging opposition sup¬ 
porters from voting in last 
spring’s election. 

But New Democrats and 
Liberals say that given his 
party’s history of illegal or 
questionable campaign tac¬ 
tics, they aren’t buying it. 

They say the latest reve¬ 
lations are more proof that 
the Conservatives have sys¬ 
tematically cheated and 
subverted the democratic 
process in order to win 
elections. 

They’re equating the 
matter to the notorious 
Watergate scandal that 
toppled U.S. President 
Richard Nixon and they’re 
demanding a full criminal 
investigation.

Robocalls 


► The robocalls falsely 
advised voters that 
Elections Canada had 
changed the location of 
their polling stations.

Martin predicted the mag¬ 
nitude of the scam “will be 
enough to make Richard 
Nixon blush.” 

The opposition charges 
came Thursday after a 
company that did cam¬ 
paign work for Conserva¬ 
tives, including Harper, 
was linked to harassing or 
misleading automated 
phone calls received by 


voters in some 18 hotly 
contested ridings just prior 
to the May 2 election. 

The RCMP refused to 
confirm or deny it is part 
of an investigation, but 
said it may work with gov¬ 
ernment departments or 
agencies if it is asked. 

For his part, Harper de¬ 
nied any knowledge of the 
scams. 

“I have absolutely no 
knowledge on anything 
about these calls but, obvi¬ 
ously, if there’s anyone 
who has done anything 
wrong, we expect that they 
will face the full conse¬ 
quences of the law,” he 
told reporters during a vis¬ 
it to Iqaluit. 

Interim Liberal leader 
Bob Rae said “the whole 
messy, tangled web” needs 
to be investigated. And he 
laid the blame for all of it 
squarely on Harper. 


“What this suggests is a 
deeply troubling pattern of 
dirty tricks and systematic 
attempts to subvert the 
democratic process,” Rae 
said in an email. 

“A party whose entire 


approach to politics is neg¬ 
ative ... is responsible for a 
toxic and poisonous politi¬ 
cal culture. It’s in this cul¬ 
ture that dirty tricks 
thrive. Richard Nixon gave 
birth to Donald Segretti. 


Mr. Harper gives birth to 
these tricks as well. The 
fish rots from the head.” 

Segretti was a dirty- 
triclcs specialist in the infa¬ 
mous 1972 Nixon cam¬ 
paign.

Feds dole out $ 27 M for adult education in North 



Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper flew to a frigid 
Iqaluit to deliver $27 mil¬ 
lion for adult education in 
the North, an attempt to 
help high-school dropouts 
qualify for jobs. 

The money will be 
spread over five years, 
and shared by three col¬ 
leges, one in each of the 
territories. 

“By improving access to 
adult basic education, we 
are giving Northerners 
the tools they need to 
seek higher education and 
secure employment in 
sectors that contribute to 
Canada’s economic 

growth,” Harper said in a 
statement. 

Part of the funding was 
announced in last June’s 
budget, which put $9 mil¬ 
lion over two years to 
adult basic education. 
Thursday’s announce¬ 
ment extends the funding 


time frame and increases 
the annual allotment 
slightly. 

Harper has frequently 
stressed that education 
levels among aboriginal 
peoples need to improve 
if they are ever to find 
prosperity. But he is un¬ 
der intense pressure from 
native leaders to ante up 
serious money. 

That pressure may have 
persuaded Harper to 
spend a day at a short 
news conference and a 
photo op on the ice at -26 
C. 

“We try to obviously 
make our announcements 
in the areas where the an¬ 
nouncements are most 
relevant,” he said in ex¬ 
plaining the northern 
jaunt. 

Following the indoor 
formalities, Harper rode 
in a convoy of seven 
snowmobiles that drove 


out about 500 metres over 
the rough and bumpy sea 
ice of Frobisher Bay to a 
small camp set up by 
members of the Canadian 
Rangers. 

Back in the south, the 
Liberal aboriginal affairs 
critic called Harper’s an¬ 


nouncement paltry com¬ 
pared with the needs of 
the North. 

“The prime minister’s 
drive-by announcement 
today provided nowhere 
near the kind of resources 
for education, social hous¬ 
ing, mental health, drug 


treatment and food secu¬ 
rity desperately needed in 
the north in order to im¬ 
prove the health, educa¬ 
tion and well-being of 
northern Canadians,” MP 
Carolyn Bennett said in a 
release.

Argentina’s deadliest train 
accident in decades was

reason to cancel the train 
operator’s concession.

Buenos Aires company in 
exchange for favourable 
treatment. 

The TBA blamed govern¬ 
ment price controls, saying 
that keeping fares to less 
than 25 cents a ride made it 
impossible to finance im¬ 
provements. 

Rail-safety experts, 


meanwhile, said modern 
trains are built to withstand 
the kind of hard stop that 
killed 50 passengers and in¬ 
jured more than 700 in a 
Buenos Aires train station 
Wednesday. 

Newer cars resist the ac- 
cordion-lilce crumpling that 
shoved hundreds into a 
jumbled mass of limbs, 
metal and blood in the first 
two cars when the com¬

Obama 
apologizes 
for Qur’an

President Barack Obama 
apologized Thursday for

kill two U.S. troops. 

The Afghans’ furious 
response to the Qur’an 
burning — three days of 
riots in several cities — 
reflected the anger at 
what they perceive as for¬ 
eign forces’ disrespect for 
Afghan laws and culture. 

In a letter sent to 
Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai, Obama expressed 
his “regret and apologies 
over the incident in 
which religious materials 
were unintentionally 
mishandled,” a White 
House spokesman said.

Seven U.S. marines were 
killed when two helicopters 
collided in the California 
desert during night-train¬ 
ing exercises, the latest of 
several Marine Corps train¬ 
ing accidents in the region. 

“We’re still gathering a 
lot of details as the sun 
comes up,” said Lt. Maureen 
Dooley with the Miramar 
Air Base in California. 

The crash happened 
around 8 p.m. Wednesday 
and involved an AH-1W Co¬ 
bra that carried two crew 
members and a UH-1 Huey 
utility helicopter carrying 
five service members from 
the 3rd Marine Aircraft 
Wing. 

It will be at least 24 
hours before the marine 


corps releases the names of 
those killed. 

The aircraft collided in a 
remote portion of the Yuma 
Training Range Complex. 

The U.S. military and its 


allies train in the hot, 
desert area ringed by 
mountains because the con¬ 
ditions are similar to Iraq. 

The AH-1 W is considered 
the marine corps’ main at¬ 


tack helicopter. The UH-1Y 
is replacing the aging ver¬ 
sion of the Huey utility heli¬ 
copter first used during the 
Vietnam War.

A new claim has surfaced 
that the Mormon church 
has posthumously baptized 
a Holocaust victim, this 
time Anne Frank. 

The allegations come 
just a week after The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints apologized 
when it was brought to 
light that the parents of 
Holocaust survivor and Jew- 
ish-rights advocate Simon 
Wiesenthal were posthu¬ 
mously baptized by church 
members at temples in Ari¬ 
zona and Utah in late Janu¬ 
ary. 

Researcher Helen Rad- 
lcey, a former Mormon who 
revealed the Wiesenthal 
baptisms, said this week 
she found Frank’s name in 
proxy baptism records dat¬ 
ed Feb. 18, showing the rit- 



ual was performed in the 
Santo Domingo Temple in 
the Dominican Republic. 

“The Church keeps its 
word and is absolutely firm 
in its commitment to not 
accept the names of Holo¬ 
caust victims for proxy bap¬ 
tism,” the Salt Lake 


City-based church said in an 
apology. “It is distressing 
when an individual wilfully 
violates the Church’s policy 
and something that should 
be understood to be an of¬ 
fering based on love and re¬ 
spect becomes a source of 
contention.” 

Larry Bair, the president 
of the Mormon temple of 
Santo Domingo, said Thurs¬ 
day he had looked into the 
reports but was unable to 
verify that Frank had been 
baptized. 

If it did occur, Bair told 
the AP, “it was a mistake.” 

Frank was a Jewish 
teenager forced into hiding 
in Amsterdam during the 
Holocaust and killed in a 
concentration camp. Her di¬ 
ary was published in 1947.

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Terminal attack in 
Pakistan kills dozen 

O Car bomb rattles the border town of Peshawar 
O No group has claimed responsibility for the blast 


Dilawar Khan’s son had 
stopped off at his tea shop 
on his way back from 
school when a powerful 
car bomb exploded outside 
it. The 12-year-old was 
among the dozen killed in 
Thursday’s blast in Pe¬ 
shawar, Pakistan, at a bus 
terminal for passengers 
wanting to travel to the 
lawless border regions 
with Afghanistan. 

The explosion tore 
through a dozen vehicles 
waiting to transport pas¬ 
sengers from the city of Pe¬ 
shawar to other areas of 
the country. Some of the 
minibuses were blackened 
and destroyed. There were 
32 wounded, including 
women and children, offi¬ 
cials said. 


In the chaos, Khan ini¬ 
tially thought his other 
son had been killed, but he 
turned up at home later. 

“What have my sons 
done wrong,” said the 45- 
year-old shopkeeper, beat¬ 
ing his face with his hands. 

Violence has dropped 
off in Peshawar and some 
other areas of Pakistan 
over the past year, follow¬ 
ing offensives against the 
Pakistani Taliban in the 
northwest. But bombings 
and shootings still occur 
with regularity, especially 
in the border regions, and 
no one is predicting victo¬ 
ry against the militants. 

No group claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the blast. 
The dead included two 
children, including Khan’s 


son. 

Peshawar is located 
close to the Afghan border, 
the main sanctuary for 
Pakistani Taliban fighters 
at war with the govern¬ 
ment. 

The car bomb was 
loaded with nearly 45 kilo¬ 
grams of explosives, city 
police chief Siraj Ahmed 
said.

“For two decades So¬ 
malia has been torn apart 
by famine, bloodshed 
and some of the worst 


poverty on earth,” British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron said, as 55 na¬ 
tions and international 
organizations, including 
Somalia’s United Nations- 
baclced transitional gov¬ 
ernment, U.S. Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton and UN Secre¬ 
tary-General Ban Ki- 
moon attended the talks. 

Cameron warned that 
Somalia’s al-Qaida-linlced 
militant group al-Shabab 
could export terrorism to 
Europe and the United 


States, with dozens of 
British and American citi¬ 
zens travelling to Soma¬ 
lia to train and fight with 
the Islamists. 

Somalia has had tran¬ 
sitional administrations 
for the past seven years, 
but has not had a func¬ 
tioning central govern¬ 
ment since 1991, when 
warlords overthrew a 
longtime dictator and 
turned on each other, 
plunging the nation into 
chaos.

Ottawa will take a moder¬ 
ate approach to govern¬ 
ment cost-cutting in the 
budget instead of following 
in Europe’s austerity-driven 
footsteps, Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty said Thursday. 

“We are not one of the 
countries, many of them in 
Europe, that have run up 
deficits for a long period of 
time, accumulated substan¬ 
tial debt and must really act 
dramatically — some of 
them in a draconian way in 
order to get their house in 
order again,” Flaherty said. 

The federal government 
grew as part of the Conser¬ 
vatives’ economic action 
plan during the global re¬ 
cession and “we will have 
to have some moderation of 
that,” he added. 

Flaherty’s comments 
seemingly run counter to 
signals that he’s preparing 
a painful, cost-slashing 
budget next month. Gov¬ 
ernment departments and 


agencies have been ordered 
to cut spending by up to 10 
per cent. Few details of the 
cuts have been made public 
and the opposition parties 
are calling on the Conserva¬ 
tives to come clean about 
their plans to curb costs. 

“You never quite know 
what their political game is. 
Possibly they’re tiying to 
get everybody all fright¬ 
ened and thinking there’ll 
be massive cuts, and then if 
they just have moderate 
cuts, everybody will 
breathe a sigh of relief,” 
said Liberal Treasury Board 
critic John McCallum. 

Flaherty dismissed the 
need for corporate tax 
hikes. He said once govern¬ 
ments get spending under 
control they don’t have to 
raise taxes. The budget is al¬ 
so expected to issue a firm 
policy direction on old-age 
security centred around 
raising the retiree collec¬ 
tion age.

Richard: Mark, Wander¬ 
lust is something we 
haven’t seen for a while — 
a Jennifer Aniston movie 
that doesn’t stink. In fact, 
it’s really good. Great sup¬ 
porting cast, loads of 
laughs and a great halluci¬ 
nation scene. The only 
thing that stinks is the hip¬ 
pie hygiene. What did you 
think? 

MB: Ah, but most Paul 
Rudd movies are pretty 
good. He has a great track 
record of choosing good 
scripts, and Aniston had 
the good sense to attach 
herself to it. This is really 
one of the funniest movies 
I’ve seen in a long time. I 
started laughing at the 
opening scene in the real¬ 
tor’s office and didn’t stop 


for 90 minutes. It’s smart, 
well-cast, timely, and I 
can’t find any flaws. If you 
liked writer/director David 
Wain’s offbeat, loopy work 
in The State or Wet Hot 
American Summer, you’re 
going to love this picture. 

RC: Agreed. I haven’t 
laughed like that in a 
movie since Bridesmaids 
last year. Rudd dies a mir¬ 
ror pep talk scene that is 
raunchy, funny and kind 
of surreal. Speaking of sur¬ 
real, the hallucination se¬ 
quence is trippy and 
hilarious. I’ve seen loads of 
drug scenes in movies but 
this one made me feel 
high... with laughter. 

MB: The film feels like 
Martha Marcy May Mar¬ 


lene reimagined as a come¬ 
dy with, yes, a Bridesmaids 
spirit. It’s been a long 
while since we’ve seen a 
hippie commune satire, 
and it’s long overdue. So 
much to like here — Alan 
Alda’s acid-head paterfa¬ 
milias, Malin Aclcermann’s 
love goddess, the nudist 
writer/winemalcer, the 
boorish brother, his neg¬ 
lected trophy wife, and 
Justin Theroux as the cult 
leader lost in the ’90s. 

RC: I think the reason the 
movie works so well, aside 
from the veiy funny script, 
is that each of the charac¬ 
ters you mentioned could 
have been the focus of the 
story and it still would 
have been a good movie. 
There isn’t a character in 


the movie that feels extra¬ 
neous. Also, I loved the 
uber hippie jokes. Where 
else would you find a pla¬ 
centa as soup stock joke? 

MB: Saturday Night Live 
had a ‘placenta helper’ 
mock commercial some 
time ago that was heavily 
censored. But you’re right 
- the movie gets the de¬ 
tails right. It’s an ayahuas- 
ca ceremony that they 
take part in, peyote being 
so ... 2003. And maybe 
that’s the thrill of finally 
seeing Ms. Aniston in a 
comedy that’s not only 
funny but original as well. 
She’s been performing for 
focus groups far too long. 
Wanderlust may be a Hol¬ 
lywood movie, but it has 
an indie sensibility.

The music industry has 
been lousy at creating 
new legendary acts over 
the last dozen years. 

Outside of Jack White 
and Coldplay, try to name 
more rock acts that 
emerged from the 2000’s 
that have turned into old- 
school global rock ’n’ roll 
superstars with long ca¬ 
reers still ahead of them. 

This has contributed to 
two things: Megatours by 
legacy artists (U2, Madon¬ 
na, Rush, the Rolling 
Stones) and the explosion 
in reunions. 

Ever since Michael 
Cohn and Arthur Fogel — 
the two Canadians who 
invented the megatour 
when they convinced the 
Rolling Stones to get back 
together for the Steel 
Wheels roadtrip in 1989 
— there’s been an ever-in- 
creasing amount of mon¬ 
ey to be made in getting 



the band back together. 

Unlike newer acts, 
these productions can fill 
arenas and stadiums. And 
when all the receipts are 
counted, everybody 
makes a LOT of money. 

No wonder promoters 
are willing to drop their 
pants to put together in¬ 
sanely huge offers for re¬ 
union tours. 

But this well is starting 
to run dry as age takes its 
toll on the older and most 
profitable legacy acts. 
Black Sabbath (collective 
age: 252) had to cancel its 
2012 reunion tour over 
Tony Iommi’s health is¬ 
sues, leaving a potential 
gross of $170 million on 
the table. 

The Rolling Stones 
(collective age: 270) prob¬ 
ably have one last tour in 
them. The Beach Boys — 
or what’s left of them 
(collective age: 340) — 
will do this 50th anniver¬ 
sary tour and then per¬ 
haps pack it in. 

This means there’s 
more pressure for 
younger defunct acts to 
get it together again. 
Soundgarden, Jane’s Ad¬ 
diction, Stone Roses and 
the Happy Mondays

How much money 
would someone be willing 
to pay The Smiths for 
them to get back together? 
Or better yet, how much 
money is there in a re¬ 
union of Appetite for De¬ 
struction-era Guns ’N 
Roses? If the Police grossed 


$350 million, what are the 
Gunners worth? $500 mil¬ 
lion?

Bottom line: I can see a 
GnR reunion in the near 
future. If not in 2012, then 
in 2013.

011 million fans are tuning in to sitcom about a 
working-class couple O Show airs Mondays on CTV 


It’s a birthday for Mike Big¬ 
gs, the goodhearted, heavy- 
set hero of Mike & Molly, 
and Molly Flynn, his plus- 
size love, presents him with 
the cake. 

“Make a wish,” she says, 
to which he replies, “I don't 
need to. I already got every¬ 
thing I want.” 

A little bit sappy? Not 
this show, insists Billy 
Gardell, who co-stars with 
Melissa McCarthy in the hit 
CBS comedy. 

“Mike & Molly,” he says, 
exists “in a world where we 
don’t just say a snarky line, 
make a crazy face, and walk 
out of the room. There’s ac¬ 
tually some tender mo¬ 
ments here, too.” 

Most viewers also occupy 
this world, and an average 
weekly audience of 11 mil¬ 
lion fans clearly identify 
with Mike & Molly, making 
it a Top 20 fixture in its 


sophomore season. 

The title characters are a 
working-class Chicago cou¬ 
ple who met at an 
Overeaters Anonymous 
meeting. Stories deal with 
tight budgets and work-a- 
day jobs (he’s a cop, she’s a 
fourth-grade school¬ 

teacher), their exasperating 
families, and the ups and 
downs of their romance 
and impending marriage. 

As Mike struggles to 
shed a few pounds (a rent¬ 
able issue to viewers, fat or 
thin), the show doesn’t shy 
from wisecracks about the 
lovers’ generous waistlines. 

“Everybody always asks 
me, ‘Does it bother you 
about the fat jokes?”’ says 
Gardell during a recent in¬ 
terview. “At the beginning, 
we had to address that is¬ 
sue, because we’re a show 
in a world of shows where 
everybody’s perfect — and 


we’re not! But as the show 
went on, it has become 
more about the love story.” 

When the writing takes 
a sensitive turn, the co-stars 
make the most of it. Mc¬ 
Carthy, previously known 
from The Gilmore Girls and 
Oscar-nominated for Brides¬ 
maids, has already logged 
an Emmy for her perform¬ 
ance as the gentle but no- 
nonsense Molly. 

“I knew I could do the 
funny parts,” says Gardell 
when asked if he worried 
that his acting range could 
satisfy the show’s demands. 
“The serious parts I owe to 
[director] Jimmy Burrows, 
who’s really brought my 
acting along. And I owe a 
lot to Melissa McCarthy: 
When I have those mo¬ 
ments with her, I know I 
can be vulnerable, and that 
she’s going to reflect it

Simon Cowell is playing it 
coy about rumours that Fer- 
gie, Britney Spears and 
Janet Jackson are being con¬ 
sidered for The X Factor. 

Two judges’ spots on the 
Fox TV singing contest 
opened up when Paula Ab¬ 
dul and Nicole Scherzinger 
left after the first season. 
Cowell told a teleconfer¬ 
ence Wednesday that two 
women will replace them, 
but he declined to com¬ 
ment on who’s being con¬ 
sidered. 

“There’s been a load of 
speculation, some true, 
some not true,” Cowell said. 
He added that he waited to 
see who was interested 
enough to ask about join¬ 
ing the show before focus¬ 
ing on the search. 

Meetings will be held 
over the next few weeks 
with “a number of people,” 
Cowell said, primarily to 


make it clear to contenders 
how much of a time com¬ 
mitment X Factor repre¬ 
sents. 

He didn’t shed much 
light on the departures of 
Abdul and Scherzinger, say¬ 
ing only that shows evolve 
and “this time it was decid¬ 
ed to do it sooner or later.” 

He said the two have 
been “incredibly gracious 
and respectful” and he’s 
looking forward to working 
with them again. 

With host Steve Jones’ 
exit, Cowell said he wants 
to switch to a two-host for¬ 
mat that would better suit 
the show and the amount 
of information that needs 
to be explained, entertain¬ 
ingly, to viewers. 

He didn’t say who might 
be hired but said they could 
be people who don’t have 
“host” on their resume. 

He’s not looking far for 


new judges and emcees, 
Cowell indicated, saying, 
“it’s important we have 
more Americans on the 
show.”

All in good fun 
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Producing ‘dope’ new sounds 

O New film pushes Mark Ronson and DJ Premier to work outside of their musical comfort zones

It’s not easy to throw Mark 


Ronson for a loop. Having 
produced such varied acts 
as Amy Winehouse, Duran 
Duran and Nas, he was ea¬ 
ger to get involved in a fish- 


out-of-water musical experi¬ 
ence like Re:Generation, 
the new film which pairs 
producers with unlikely 
musicians. 


“I came from being a 
hip-hop DJ in New York, 
starting off in the ’90s and 
that’s what you did, you 
brought genres together,” 
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says Ronson. “That has al¬ 
ways appealed to me.” 

For his part, Ronson 
brings one of his favourite 
backing bands, the Dap- 
Kings, to New Orleans to 
create a jazz song with 
Eiylcah Badu, Trombone 
Shorty, Mos Def and drum¬ 
mer Joseph (Zigaboo) Mod- 
eliste. 

“We were all pretty 
much just going into it with 
Zigaboo as a complete hero 
of all of ours,” says Ronson. 
“The way he plays drums 
and his drum breaks from 
the early Meters stuff are 
pretty much the DNA of 
hip-hop and funk, and we 
were all excited beyond be¬ 
lief to play with him. And 
he still plays and sounds 
like he did on those records 
that we grew up listening 
to!” 

Elsewhere in the film, DJ 
Premier (Preem) visits 
Boston to work with the 
Berklee Symphony Orches¬ 
tra, Slcrillex works with the 
surviving members of The 
Doors in Los Angeles, The 
Ciystal Method go to De¬ 
troit to work with Martha 
Reeves of the Vandellas and 
the Funk Brothers, while 
Pretty Lights struggles to 
create something countiy 
with LeAnn Rimes and Dr. 
Ralph Stanley. 

“I saw it in the trailer 
that there’s a little tension 
and some serious culture 
and generational gaps go¬ 


ing on, and I’m a little bit 
concerned that our thing is 
going to seem a bit boring,” 
says Ronson, whose compo¬ 
sition really does seem to 
come together quite organi¬ 
cally. He says a key to the 
kinship was hanging out. 

“We all just learned a lot 
and had a great time down 
in New Orleans,” he says. 
“We went to this kind of al¬ 
ternative scene bar where 
like 80 per cent of the 
dudes had full face tattoos 
and they were playing this 
music called bounce, and 
we just absorbed all of New 
Orleans, not just its tradi¬ 
tional culture.” 

Premier premieres 

DJ Premier may have had 
the assignment that was 
least similar to what he reg¬ 
ularly does. The hip-hop 
producer, known for his 
work with rappers like 
Snoop Dogg and Kanye 
West, had to create a piece 
of classical music. 

“I really enjoyed having 
the chance to learn some¬ 
thing new,” says Premier. 
Granted access to classical 
greats, Preem sampled vari¬ 
ous composers to piece his 
ideas together. Then he col¬ 
laborated with Berklee pro¬ 
fessor Stephen Webber, 
who transcribed the sam¬ 
ples into written music. 

“Working with everyone 
on this was just dope,” says 
Premier.

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It’s been a decade since the

Marchese, a Saint Mary’s 
quarterback from 1995 to 
1998, was introduced on 
Thursday as the Huskies’ 
new head coach at a press 
conference at The Tower. 

The 42-year-old from 
Hamilton, Ont., succeeds 
Steve Sumarah, who won 
four Atlantic University 
Sport titles in six seasons 
but lost his job last Decem¬ 
ber due to his lack of na¬ 
tional success. 

“The challenges aren’t 
going to stop, but I honest¬ 
ly feel we’re going to work 
our butt off,” said March¬ 
ese, who earned a master’s 
degree in business admin¬ 
istration from Saint Mary’s. 

“We’re going to work 
our butt off recruiting, our 
players are going to work 
and compete in everything 
they do — in the class¬ 
room, in the gym, on the 
field — and when we fol¬ 
low that process, and do 
everything right along the 
way, we’ll win.” 

Marchese (pronounced 
mar-kay-zee) has been a 
champion before and has a 
gigantic Grey Cup ring on 
one of his fingers to prove 
it. He won a CFL title as an 
assistant coach to Michael 


(Pinball) Clemons with the 
Toronto Argonauts in 2004 
and plans to use that expe¬ 
rience to his advantage at 
Saint Maiy’s. 

Despite his CFL experi¬ 
ence and stints as an offen¬ 
sive co-ordinator at 
Bishop’s and Guelph uni¬ 
versities, Marchese has 
never been a head coach.

football disease,” Marchese 
said. “If you have a football 
disease, if you love it, you 
want to be involved in it.

Marchese’s hiring came 
later than expected in a 
controversial process that 
resulted in the resignation 
of offensive-line coach Gor¬ 
don Beattie and the poten¬ 
tial departure of young 
quarterback Jesse Mills.

Sarty, a former Huskies re¬ 
ceiver who played with 


Marchese in 1995, was part 
of a seven-person hiring 
committee. He called 
Marchese a “great football 
coach” and lauded his com¬ 
munication skills and 
“football IQ.” 

“We needed to make 
sure we got it right, so it 
took a little longer than we 
originally anticipated, but 
at the end of the day, as 
long as you hire the right 
person, that’s all that mat¬ 
ters,” Sarty said.

Ryan Braun’s 50-game sus¬ 
pension was overturned 
Thursday by arbitrator 
Shyam Das, the first time a 
baseball player has success¬ 
fully challenged a drug-re¬ 
lated penalty in a grievance. 

The decision was an¬ 
nounced Thursday by the 
Major League Baseball Play¬ 
ers Association, a day be¬ 
fore the 28-year-old 
outfielder was due to report 
to spring training with the 
Milwaukee Brewers. 

Braun’s urine tested pos¬ 
itive in October for elevated 
testosterone. ESPN revealed 
the positive test in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Braun has insisted that 
he did not violate baseball’s 
drug agreement. 

“I am veiy pleased and 
relieved by today’s deci¬ 
sion,” he said in a state¬ 
ment. “It is the first step in 
restoring my good name 
and reputation. We were 
able to get through this be¬ 
cause I am innocent and 
the truth is on our side.” 

MLB executive vice-presi¬ 
dent Rob Manfred said 
management “vehemently 



disagrees” with Das’ deci¬ 
sion. 

Travis Tygart, chief exec¬ 
utive officer of the U.S. An¬ 
ti-Doping Agency, called the 
decision “a real gut-lcick to 
clean athletes.” 


During the hearing, 
Braun’s side challenged the 
chain of custody from the 
time the urine sample was 
collected by Comprehen¬ 
sive Drug Testing Inc. to 
when it was sent, nearly 48 


hours later, to a World Anti- 
Doping Agency-certified 
laboratory in Montreal, two 
people familiar with the 
case said. They spoke on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause the hearing was sup¬ 


posed to be confidential. 

Das, baseball’s independ¬ 
ent arbitrator since 2000, 
informed the sides of his 
decision and has 30 days to 
provide a written opinion.
